CHAPTER 113. 

[Published March 267  1861.] 

AN ACT to prohibit the uttering of false or spurious currency. 

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. Every person who shall have in his pos- ranaltr. 
session any false or spurious note or bill in the simili- 
tude of a bank bill, with intent to utter the same as 
true or false, knowing the same to be false and spurious, 
and every person who shall utter or pass, or offer to 
sell the same, or tender in payment as true and genu-
ine, any false and spurious note or bill in the similitude 
of a bank bill, knowing the same to be false and spuri-
ous, with intent to injure and defraud, shall be punished 
by imprisonment in the county jail or state prison net 
more than two years nor less than ninety days. 

SECTION 2. This act shall be in force and take effect 
from and after its passage.
